The action was taken in re¬ 
sponse to the request of many 
persons for associate membership 
in the Chamber, based on the de¬ 
sire to do something material 
for their home town. The mem¬ 
bers of the board expressed the 
H belief that the business houses 
would shortly be listed one hun¬ 
dred percent in cooperation with 
the Chamber. 

The leading home-town artists 
'* have volunteered to help in the 
preparation of the booklet and 
it promises to be second to none 
in the State. J. S. Billheimer, 
president of the Chamber, stated 
that the new members will en¬ 
able them to maintain a year- 
round campaign of advertising, 
with material results to all busi¬ 
ness and property interests.

Forum Hears Contrast Be- Sierra Madreans Receive Hon- 
tween Post Civil War rors In Exercises At Wood- 
Days And Present ,ow Wilson And PJC 
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Harold Carew, program chair¬ 
man of the local Forum, started 
the Tuesday night meeting off 
with unusual zest, when he read 
the following from a clipping: 
“The administration shines, like 
the moon, by reflected light. It 
borrows its ideas and its policies 
so far as it has any, from these 
crazy radicals. By surrendering 
itself to their wild and reckless 
guidance, it is ruining the coun¬ 
try. 

"Now,” asked Mr. Carew, “will 
anyone in the audience try to 
guess from which one of our 
metropolitan dailies this was 
clipped ?” 

In unison, a number of voices 
cried out the name of one of the 
oldest dailies in the Southland. 

"The article,” said Carew, "was 
printed in the New York World 
in 1863.” 

Carew then launched into a dis¬ 
cussion of current events. He 
called attention to the fact that 
Great Britain's failure to make a 
payment on its-debt to the United 
States was explained by a huge 
budget of half a billion for war 
materials. Turning to the war 
veterans he made a plea for 
them. 

"Remember Hobson,” he said, 
"out of his kissing fame he ad¬ 
vanced to make a fortune out of 
the anti-saloon league, went to 
Washington and after only 14 
years of service got himself re¬ 
tired as an admiral at $6,000 a 
year.” 

Col. H. B. Hersey, of Sierra 
Madre, referring to the Economy 
League, directed some pointed 
shafts at what he described as 
the financial obligarehy, describ¬ 
ing the propaganda issued by 
these groups as covering the Na¬ 
tion with vicious influence, de¬ 
priving the deserving war vet¬ 
erans of shelter and care and re¬ 
dicing school funds.

In 
a discussion on "Governmental 
Problems” he said, in part: 

"The most pressing govern¬ 
mental problem today in Cali¬ 
fornia, economically, is unem¬ 
ployment. Second to it is the 
tragic loss of homes through 
mortgage foreclosures; excessive¬ 
ly heavy special assessments; 
burdensome taxes and outrage¬ 
ously high penalties on delin¬ 
quent taxes. 

"I believe the Governor of this 
State immediately should sum¬ 
mon the Legislature in special, 
session to give substantial relief 
to taxpayers, to victims of over¬ 
burdened assessment districts, to 
those about to lose their homes 
by mortgage foreclosures, and to 
the unemployed. 

"The cost of the special ses¬ 
sion would be trivial. It would 
save to their rightful owners, 
thousands of homes. It would 
strike a note of hope to a dis¬ 
couraged citizenry. No finer 
work of statesmanship or of hu¬ 
manity could be accomplished in 
California today than to bring 
relief to these innocent victims 
of monstrously cruel circum¬ 
stances. In this emergency sel¬ 
fish personal and political ambi¬ 
tions should he submerged in a 
wave of chivalry and humanity 
while government performs its 
basic function, which is 'to pro¬ 
mote the general welfare.' 

“Theoretically, the United 
States has a 'government of the 
people, by the people and for the 
people.’ Actually, the United 
I States and the various states and 
I political subdivisions have a gov¬ 
ernment of a minority of the peo- 
j pie, by a minority of the people, 
for all of tiie people. One of the 
greatest menaces to good govern- 
! mont in this country today is the 
' bad citizenship of the good citi¬ 
zen. Even in a presidential cam¬ 
paign, barely r>0 per cent of the 
qualified voters go to the polls. 
In ordinary state and local elec¬ 
tions, fewer than 50 per cent 
vote. 

"This is a menace greater than 
Communism. It is leading in¬ 
evitably toward compulsory vot- 1 
ing. The qualified voter who will 
not vote may be disfranchised by 1 
law ere long. Thus, the high- 
sounding phrase 'the voice of the • 
people' is becoming 'as sounding , 1 
brass and a tinkling cymbal.’ 

"Minorities dominate our elec- j 
tions. Suppose there be six Re¬ 
publican candidates and six Deni- | 
oeratic candidates for nomination 
for Governor in August. These : 
nominations are made by plurali- 1 
ties. Seventeen per cent of the I 
Republicans who vote could de- j 
termine the nominee. Seventeen 
per cent of the Democrats who 
vote could determine their nom¬ 
inee. If only 50 per cent of the 
qualified voters of each party go 
to the polls in August, then fewer 
ttian 10 per cent of the electors 
in each of the great parties will 
decide the nomination. Again in 
November fewer than a majority 
of 50 per cent of all qualified 
electors will choose the next 
Governor. Who constitute these 
minorities who dominate politics? 
Certainly they are not all good 
citizens. The vicious politician 
finds his fruitful field in this 
situation. He gets ills cohorts to 
tlie polls. The underworld never 
sleeps. It never takes a vacation. 

It never misses as chance to 
spread its influence and its domi¬ 
nation. It votes. It may dominate 
the minorities which dominate 
the elections. Here is a major 
governmental problem."

PLANTS MUST BE FED 

IF THEY ARE TO THRIVE 

T HE average home garden is 
usually crowded with trees, 
shrubs and plants, and very 
often the gardener does not rea¬ 
lize that the great networks of 
the plant roots are competing 
with each other for plant foods 
and the soil is overtaxed to such 
an extent that the smaller plants 
get very little nourishment. 

If satisfactory results are to 
obtained, the soil must be fertile 
and it is quite necessary to apply 
fertilizer in some form. Steamed 
bonemeal raked into the surface 
soil after it has been spaded, and 
before it is planted will become 
available as a fertilizer 60 to 90 
days later when the plants are 
verv much in need of nourish¬ 
ment. Coarse barnyard manures 
are helpful in providing humus 
as well as plant foods, and dur¬ 
ing the early growing season, 
commercial fertilizers may be ap¬ 
plied. 

A well balanced fertilizer will 
supply all of the elements neces¬ 
sary for the normal growth of 
plants, and if the gardener is 
not familiar with fertilizing ma¬ 
terials ,it is probably best to use 
some recommended brand. 

Many plant difficulties may be 
readily overcome with proper 
fertilization. Plants that are kept 
growing continuously are much 
hardier and less susceptible to 
disease. 

If you could get a bird's-eye 
view into the soil below the sur¬ 
face, and see the maze of roots 
hungrily reaching out for food, 
you would realize how inade¬ 


quately most soils are fed. This 
is just as important as water. 

Also it is well to fertilize fre¬ 
quently if small plants are grown 
around palms, trees, hedges or 
shrubs, remembering that these 
stronger growing plants will rob 
the soil and leave the tender an¬ 
nuals or perennials without suffi- 
i cient nourishment. 


California orange growers are 
now reaping in full measure the 
benefits of the regulation of 
shipments under the California- 
Arizona Citrus Marketing Agree¬ 
ment, according to E. L. Marked, 
field representative of the AAA. 
"Prices on the eastern markets 
are higher than they have been 
at any time in the past three 
years, and returns to the Cali¬ 
fornia producers are rolling in at 
the rate of approximately two 
million dollars weekly, on the 
basis of present prices. Due in 
part to a combination of favor- 
l able marketing conditions, this 
most gratifying situation was 
largely created and sustained by 
the regulated shipments under 
the marketing agreement,’’ 


CCC Camps Biff Help 
To State 


CITRUS RY-PRODUCTS 

SALES INCREASING 


Returning from an extended 
business trip to Europe, C. P. 
I Wilson, assistant manager of the 
products department of the Cali¬ 
fornia Fruit Growers Exchange 
reported to the Exchange board 
yesterday that export trade in 
citrus by-products was improving 
* somewhat and that California 
will be able to stay in the citric 
acid and pectin business in com¬ 
petition with Italy. He visited in 
England, where the products de¬ 
partment maintains a sales of¬ 
fice in London, and in Germany, 
Russia and Italy. 

"The Italian lemon growers are 
having a very difficult time both 
on fresh fruit and by-products,' 
said Mr. Wilson. He found that 
by-products factories in Sicily are 
using practically all the manufac¬ 
turing methods and machinery iD 
use here by the Exchange pro¬ 
ducts companies, although they 
use much more hand labor be¬ 
cause of the extremely cheap la¬ 
bor available.

O F all the emergency work 
programs initiated by Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt in his fight 
against depression and unemploy¬ 
ment, the Civilian Conservation 
Corps program designed especial¬ 
ly to aid the youth of the Nation 
undoubtedly ranks as one of 
the most successful, if the pro¬ 
jects are evaluated both from the 
standpoint of temporary relief and 
permanent benefits. 

Balancing the ledger on the 
CCC camps for the first year, 
the Forest Service of the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
finds that more than 600,000 
young men were employed, and 
that their earnings -paid to the 
boys and their dependents— 
amounted to $77,000,000. 

In addition. approximately 
$145,000,000 went into the pur¬ 
chase of equipment and supplies 
for the camps, thereby helping 
business and industry. 

But of even greater importance, 
the work provided was on con¬ 
structive forestry and conserva¬ 
tion projects, productive of last¬ 
ing benefit not only to the men 
themselves but also to the eco¬ 
nomic life of the country. "It 
has benefitted the health and 
morale of these youths, trained 
them in vocations and aided in 
their education," reports S. B. 
Show, the regional forester. 

California, due to the fact that 
more of the camps were located 
here than in any other state, 
will share largely in the perma¬ 
nent benefits of the emergency 
program, according to Forrester 
Show. California will receive cash 
dividends, he declares, both in in¬ 
creased protection from fire 
losses, and in flood and erosion 
control.
